Coach  Joe  Springer's  footballers  won  their 
first  game  by  recovering  a  fumbled  punt.  Tom 
Stark  ran  the  ball  across  the  goal  to  give 
Goshen  a  6-0  lead  and  eventually  the  game 
12-6. 

The  Skins  spearheaded  by  a  fine  defense 
defeated  Concord  14-0.  Carrying  a  2-0  record 
into  the  Elkhart  game,  Goshen  lost  20-6. 
Mishawaka  was  Goshen's  next  opponent  as 
the  Skins  convincingly  defeated  the  Cavemen

Goshen  High  Schoors  basketball  team  finished  the  1965- 
66  season  winning  15  and  losing  8.  The  'Skins  went  all 
the  way  to  the  semi-final  game  of  the  sectional  tourney 
losing  to  Elkhart  in  an  overtime  thriller  66-63. 

After  being  defeated  by  South  Bend  Adams  and  top 
ranked  South  Bend  Central,  Goshen  broke  a  two  game 
losing  streak  by  defeating  Lakeland  74-63.  Coach  Cosgrove 
missed  the  Central  game  because  of  a  gall  bladder  operation 
that  left  him  at  home  recuperating  for  almost  six  weeks. 

Going  into  the  Holiday  Tourney  Goshen's  record  stood 
as  4  wins  and  4  losses.  Goshen  won  its  fourth  Holiday 
Tourney  in  five  years  by  beating  Concord  62-42. 

This  year  Goshen  played  its  archrival  Elkhart  at  Elkhart 
and  lost  to  them  in  an  "exciting"  overtime  by  the  score  of 
46-44.  Up  to  and  through  the  overtime,  the  game  was 
pretty  much  a  "nip  and  tuck"  battle.  Goshen  was  led  by 
Weddell  with  12  points  and  Blair  with  10. 

In  the  final  regular  game  of  the  season,  Goshen  defeat¬ 
ed  Mishawaka  70-53.  Sophomore  Dave  Culp  contributed  25 
points  and  Pete  Weddell  added  14. 

Goshen  went  into  the  Sectional  tourney  with  a  13-7 
record.  Goshen  advanced  all  the  way  to  the  semi-final  game 
by  defeating  Bristol  86-52  and  Nappanee  62-54.  Leading 
scorers  in  the  contests  were  Weddell  with  26,  Cripe  with 
19,  Blair  with  17,  and  Culp  dumped  16.
